There was little doubt in voter’s 
minds which stamp was the Worst 
Design. They indicated with their 
ballots that the “50th Anniversary 
of the Trucking Industry’’ was. But 
here the winning majority for this 
dubious honor was not too great 
fof the Ohio Sesquicentennial of 
Statehood was a fairly close run- 
ner-up. 

The label in honor of General 
George S. Patton and the Armored 
Forces of the U.S. Army was a 
strong third for Worst..Other than 
these, 1953’s stamps were consid- 
ered reasonably good. 

Stamp enthusiasts really let fly 
at the Post Office Department in 
their vote for the Least Necessary. 
In this category they were to name 
the item which had the least reason 
to be issued from a national histori- 
cal or importance standpoint. 

They figuratively. said the 
“Trucking Industry’? commem was 
a dead cat and heaved it right 
through the POD’s open window. 
By the most emphatic majority 
ever in the history of the Design 
Derbies, 58 percent, this one was 
named Least Necessary. 

From the beginning the Trucking 
was criticized. It will be remem- 
bered that when the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad was honored in 1952 
with a commem in honor of the 
125th anniversary of its having 
been granted a charter, a Truck- 
ing firm sought an _ injunction 
against’ the Post Office Depart- 
ment to prevent its issuance. Bas- 
is of the suit was that it was pref- 
erential treatment for a public car- 
rier. The injunction was denied by 
a federal court. 

When the Trucking stamp was 
announced it was a general opinion 
that it came as a sop to the indus- 
try. The Post Office Department 
denied the allegation. 

After the design of the stamp 
was released a howl went up from 
all the nation’s truck manufactur- 
ers, except Reo. The Reo firm was 
pleased for the Truck shown in the 
stamp picture was without much 
doubt one of its products.

Two stamps finished in a near 
dead heat for the title of Design 
Most Appropriate to the subject 
commemorated. This was won by 
the ‘“Sagamore’’ which pictured 
Teddy Roosevelt’s home ‘“Saga- 
more Hill’ at Oyster Bay, N. Y. 
President Eisenhower dedicated it 
in 1953 as a National Monument. 

A close second was the New 
York which purported to show the 
city as it looked 300 years ago. 

Returning to ‘Best Design” 
considerations, voters made a close 
race of choosing the second best 
looking. While the item issued to 
mark the Centennial of Commodore 
Perry’s Opening of Japan was the 
winner, crowding it closely was the 
100th anniversary of the Gadsden: 
Purchase which wound up third, 
and the Sagamore in fourth. 

A very close contest took place} 
for fifth best. The stamp for the 
75th anniversary of the American, 
Bar Association beat out a prev-| 
iously highly underrated 50th Anni-' 
versary of Powered Flight. 


The seventh place Future Farm-| 
ers of America 25th anniversary! 
would probably have rated higher’ 
in the beauty scale except for its 
blue color. Many voters comment- 
ed on the fact that practically all 
things around a farm are green, 
and that the color chosen was an 
anomaly. However the Post Office 
Department stated that blue had 
been used at the request of the 
FFA organization. 

No stamp was more controversial 
from a design standpoint than the 
Ohio. In the actual voting for 
Worst it was a close second to the 
Trucking. However in spotting it 
in the “beauty parade” voters 
placed it eighth. This was an item 
which was either liked a lot, or 
despised a lot. 

It was of especial interest to note

As a matter of fact, Canadian specialists have to refer to Scott or 
Stanley Gibbons whenever there is any question of value raised. 


Since the publishing offices of 
Scott catalogue are located in New 


‘| York City, it is quite certain that 


the officials are not going to go 
out of their way in compiling a 
separate catalogue of Canadian 
stamps. 

In other words, the publishers 
will not produce a specialized Can- 
adian catalog. 

This is only natural. The coun- 
try where the publisher is located 
comes first. Other countries are 
given a milder treatment insofar 
as detailed information is con- 
cerned.

Fred Jarrett of Toronto, one of 
Canada’s more prominent philate- 
lists, for some time issued a spe- 
cialized Canadian catalogue until 
he sold it out to another philatelist. 
This philatelist issued it for a 
while and then he dropped it, too, 
after a number of years. 

If I am not mistaken, I believe 
this philatelist, who Mr. Jarrett 
sold it to, was L. S. Holmes, M.D., 
of London, Ontario. 

What I would like to see, and I 
am sure other Canaidan special- 
ists agree with me, is an annual 
catalogue of Canadian stamps pub- 
lished by a Canadian firm, that 
will be used as an authoritative 
basis throughout the world in val- 
Take France for instance. They 
have their own .One is Yvert-Tel- 
lier. And when a French specialist 
wants to know more about his col- 
lection, he usually has a current 
copy of Yvert-Tellier catalogue 


handy. 

So why can’t Canada produce its 
own? Canadian stamps are tre- 
mendously popular the world over 
and it’s a shame to have Canadian 
specialists thumbing through some 
American or British publication, to 
get the necessary information. 

What I am trying to convey is

that will be sought the world over 
as an authoritative basi$ in valu- 
ing Canadian stamps. 

Whenever any British Colonial 
collector wants to secure authentic 
information as to the value and the 
perforations of British Colonial 
stamps, he or she usually refers 
to the Stanley Gibbons.

I am led to write this editorial for several reasons. First of which UNITED STATES,

up against things which they do not understand and then they ask us 

how to solve their problems. Secondly, we know that there are a lot 

- simu, of prospects for dealership who never give 

a the matter the serious consideration which 

is necessary to make a success of stamp 
aling. 

Dealing in stamps profitably is a very 
hard job, requires much more time and 
work than the eight hours you may have 
been putting in. Further, it requires sound 
business ability and common sense. Thirdly, 
it requires some real capital and then the 
proper use of these three things. 

Right now I have a letter from an em- 
bryo dealer who has filled an order for a 
dollar lot which he advertised and is 
chagrined because the man who ordered it 
returned it because the stamps were too 
cheap and common. 

As a matter of fact the lot consisted of 
about 154 stamps. All but a half dozen of 
them were Austrians. The whole lot is 
stamps such as could be found in any small 
packet. The price of $1.00 as a lot is at 
least four times what they should have

been offered for. 

The man who wants to be a dealer has to understand stamp prices. 
True, this lot will catalog at least $3.00 or more because each stamp 
catalogues 2c or more, yet you can buy them in a packet at 10c for 100 
different stamps of equal quality. Thus we have said you need sound 
business sense. Anyone should know that stamps which catalog 2c 
each are all priced at the minimum figure for any stamp in the cata- 
log. There is a solid and sound reason for such pricing. 


If you were to go into a dealer’s office and ask him for a list of ten 
stamps which you had wanted and each catalogued 2c each, he would 
have to look into perhaps several stock books to pick the stamps out 
for you. When he had completed your order he would have used at 
Jeast five to ten minutes time and if he charged yéu full catalog, 2c 
each or 20c for the lot you would perhaps object, yet he would be losing 
money in filling your order as his time would be worth more than the 
20c he charged you. 


This illustration is used solely to make you stop and think about 
stamp values. 


~ You can buy a packet of 300 different Austria for about 65c. You 
can buy a packet of 1000 different Austria for less than $10.00. The 
wholesale price on either of the above items is enough lower that the 
dealer who sells them to you will make a satisfactory profit, so what 
do you think 154 common Austria are worth, 

The dealer who sent- out these stamps for a dolar must never have 
‘given the matter serious thought. A collection of 20,000 different can 
be bought from stamp dealers for about $125.00. The wholesale price 
on ths packet is enough below that figure to allow a dealer a reason- 
able profit. 

If this collection was catalogued at 2c per stamp it would run to 
an even $400.00 catalog value. Prospects are that it will catalog 
nearer $500.00. Thus it costs you one quarter catalog. How then can 
you hope to sell a lot of very cheap stamps which are available at as 
low as one tenth catalog for small packets and get several times that 
price for them. 

Stamps such as this dealer had sent in the dollar lot he expected to 
sell are of the sort that NO DEALER can afford to mount them on 
approval sheets. 

These facts may seem ridiculous to some, especially to any dealer 
who is doing a good stamp business, but it is a fact that there are a 
lot of collectors who will look at the Scott catalog for prices and then 
go ahead on the belief that the stamps should be offered on such a basis. 

After all, the collectors are not all dumb, most of them are able 
to know if stamps are worth what is asked for them and when it comes 
to sending out things like’this lot on approval, they are scarcely worth 
the postage involved in going and coming and that is where using some 
sound business sense comes in. 

Dealing in stamps is a good business if you are able and capable 
to do it in the right manner, but first learn what you are doing. 


Cancels For Topical Collectors 


A topical collection of most any object might hold a lot of added 
attraction if you would add cancellations in an attractive manner. Just 
as a few suggestions, let me tell you that Kenneth Knappenberger of 
Emmaus, Pa. lists as cancellations that can fit a topical collection. 
There are doubtless many others on other subjects. 

There are 65 animals from Antelope, N. D. to Wolf, Mo.; there are 
90 birds from Blue Jay, West Va. to Wren, Ohio. For aquatic col- 
lectors we have 36 specimens from Alligator, Miss. to Whitefish, 
Montana. Forty four dogs from Bassett, Va. to Welsh, La. In flowers 
a splendid collection of 6 varieties such as Azalea, N. Car. to Yucca, 
Arizona while in Gladiolas alone there are 45 all the way from Alba, 
Pa. to Wolverine, Michigan. 

Doubtless there are many other topical subjects which can be found 
if one will but take the time to study the Postal Guide. 

Mr. Knappenberger suggests a number of other interesting cancels 
for people of all types, such as Westwego, La. for Westerners. North 
Pole, N. Y. for the Northerners. Heaters, W. Va. for Southerners and 
East Sandwich, Mass. for the hungry. 

In our February 15 editorial we gave the name of Kleinfeltersville, 
Pa. as an example of the longest single word but we note in the list 
from Mr. Knappenberger a name of equal length in Mooselookmeguntic, 
Main. 

For good measure Mr. Knappenberger throws in George, Texas and 
Linn, Texas. We know there is also a Ward as we have the three can- 
cels on one cover, but how about your own name, maybe it too can be 
found if you look for it. 

If you are a boxing fan you can get Jersey, Va., Joe, N. C. and Wal- 
cott, Wyoming. 

All this should convince anyone of the possibilities of topical can- 
cels in a topical collection. Much of interest can be found if you consult 
a Postal Guide and it is fun in doing it and in getting the cancels,

A set of three semipostal stamps 
made their debut February 17 in 
Belgium the theme being memorial 
in nature, the 20th anniversary of 
the accidental death of King Albert 
I. Denominations and designs ac- 
cording to Whitfield King and Co., 
Ipswich, England are 2fr plus 50c, 
statue of Albert on horseback; 4 
plus 2fr view of the proposed monu- 
ment to be erected at Marche-les- 
Dames where his death occurred;

By this Treaty, signed by 
Cardinal Gaspanni, on behalf of the 
Pope and Mussolini, Italy recog- 
nized the Pope’s sovereign rights 
over the newly created Vatican 
City State.

place. Almost right down to the 
wire the aforementioned Perry was 
pressed by the Gadsden and Saga- 
more, with the latter two putting on 
a photo-finish for the third spot, the 
Gadsden winning the show place, 
Sagamore rating fourth. 

From there on back the field 
was strung out almost to the start- 
ing gate the Trucking bringing up 
a ‘tiful “left at the post’’ rear. 

It will come as a surprise in 
some quarters that the Bar Associ- 
ation and the 50th Anniversary of 
Powered Flight were regarded so 
highly. These two had a whing-ding 
all their own for fifth place with the 
Bar nosing the Air by just 22 votes. 
The Airmail had generally been 
considered a sour piece of artwork 
from the time it was first revealed 
by the Post Office Department. 


The, National Guard which fin- 
ished eleventh had one of the most 
cluttered designs and the weakest 
color of the lot, a foggy light 
blue. The Patton in twelfth and the 
Trucking in last easily fall into 
the “‘purple horror’’ category.

I want to thank all of you who 
participated in the Derby with the 
sending in of your votes. That was 
a splendid piece of cooperation — 
it came from collectors who are in- 
terested in the stamps they collect, 
and who if at all possible would 
like to convey their feelings about 
their country’s stamps to the auth- 
orities who issue them. 

Last year the number of votes 
amounted to 6894. Compare that 
figure with this year’s 12,905—al- 
most double. It indicates a tremen- 
dous boost in interest. Ever since 
the first poll in 1948 the number 
of participants have been increas- 
ing — each year has seen more 
voting, 

Definitely pleasing was the great- 
er activity on the part of the coun- 
try’s stamp clubs. While an exact 
count was not kept, it seemed as 
though the ballots from that source 
were about 50 percent greater than 
for the Fifth Annual Design Derby. 

A special vote of thanks is due to 
those program chairmen and chair- 
ladies who brought the Derby be- 
fore their groups as a program. 
They prepared the thirteen stamps 
for viewing and in most cases made 
ballots which after being filled in 
were mailed here. 

Many advised that duplicates of 
them were kept so that prizes 
could be awarded to members 
whose votes came closest to the na- 
tional final results. This phase of 
the Derby seems to be gaining in 
favor each year. 


It probably surprises no one, in- 
cluding the top brass of the Post 
Office Department. who authorized 
it, that the Trucking is considered 
the worst looking and the least 
necessary of the lot. This stamp 
was hexed from its very inception 
— first from the puerile contro- 
versy about its design to the shal- 
low reasons given for its issuance. 

Collectors weren’t fooled in the 
least by the ballyhoo which poured 
forth from the inner offices of the 
Post Office Department and from 
the publicity agents of the Trucking 
interests. While both denied the 
allegation, the people who buy 
stamps for their collections knew 
that the item paid off a claimed 
debt and quieted a ‘“‘poor sport” 
segment of the United States econ- 
omy. 

Collectors, and it might be said 
the general public as well, can 
penetrate propaganda smoke- 
screens and their voting in ‘this 


instance proves it. 

The Sagamore was another com- 
mem which was hardly considered 
necessary and to a lesser extent 
the Bar Association. One was con- 
sidered a special interest piece 
“for the glory of the Republican 
Party” since Sagamore was the 
home of Teddy Roosevelt a party 
stalwart, and the other ‘another 
gang getting theirs because they 
have the means to pressurize.” 

Gauging the votes, it can be as- 
sumed that collectors believed 
that the Washington Territory, Lou- 
isiana Purchase, National Guard, 
Ohio, 50th Year of Flight, Gadsden, 
Perry and New York all had justi- 
fication for their issuance. They 
did have national importance. 

Voters felt too that most of the 


designs were quite appropriate to] 


the subjects they were to com- 
memorate. The Trucking and 
Washington Territory just didn’t 
seem to fit into the overall picture 
in this respect.

NIGERIA. As of June 30 Nigeria 

will invalidate the George VI, Cor- 
onations, Silver Weddings and the 
Peace issue. Unused stamps will 
be exchanged up to September 30 
and this should result in substan- 
tial offerings by dealers of the 
Peace issue. 
NAURU. As previously an- 
nounced, Nauru released, on Feb- 
ruary 6, a new series of nine 
stamps from % penny to 5 shill- 
ings. The first definitive issue in 
1924 were all of uniform design. 
The new series has a different de- 
sign for each value. 

GREAT BRITAIN has announced 
the release of the 9d, 10d and lid 
stamps.

ARGENTINA — On January 20 
a $1.45 blue stamp was placed on 
sale in commemoration of the fif- 
tieth anniversary of the establish- 
ment of a post office on Laurie 
Island in the South Orkneys. De- 
signed by A. Dell’acqua, the stamp 
shows a figure planting the official 
flag in the ground. 

BRAZIL — During 1954 nine is- 
sues of stamps are contemplated. 
Two values will commemorate the 
restoration of Pernambuco; a sin- 
gle stamp will honor the Interna- 
tional Congress of Scientific Or- 
ganization; an issue in honor of the 
Monument of the Emigrants in the 
Rio Grande do Sul; an issue com- 
memorating the Centennial of the 
first railroad in Brazil; an issue 
in honor of the Centennial of the 
Birth of M. Jobin; a single stamp 
and a miniature sheet for Brapex 
III, International Philatelic Exhibi- 
tion; an issue honoring the Centen- 
ary of the Benjamin Constant In- 
stitute; and an issue for the Cen- 
tennial of the City of Sorocaba. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA — Accord- 
ing to Artia, two stamps appeared 
on December 29 honoring the birth 
of Leo Nikolayevitch Tolstoy in 
1828. Two stamps were released 
on January 21 for the 30th anniver- 
sary of the death of Lenin. To be 
released shortly are: an issue for 
the 5th Congress of the Czechoslo- 
vak Communist party; five regular 
pictorials; and three stamps com- 
memorating the deaths of Josef 
Stalin and Klement Gottwald. 
GERMANY (West Zone) — Ac- 
cording to the Bundesminister, 
some values of the postage series 
portraying President Heuss were 
released on his 70th birthday Janu- 
ary 31. Other values will appear 
later. The values from 2pfgs to 
25pfgs will be printed by typogra- 
phy and the 30pfgs and upwards 
will be engraved adhesives. A 
20pfg red stamp has been issued 
showing the Allied Council Build- 
ing in which the four power confer- 
ences are being held. 
GERMANY (East Zone) — A 
12pfg stamp was issued showing

William J. Vitale of 1840 S. Fifth 
St., Alhambra, Calif., who pur- 
chased the famed Vanderhoef non- 
Scott stock, now has the world’s 
largest holding of such material, 
and his new price list (30 pages, 
illustrated, price 10c) gives some 
clue to the wealth of material he 
possesses. Interestingly enough, he 
is producing a series of philatelic 
sidelines bulletins featuring foreign 
revenue, U.S. lock seals, U.S. beer 
stamps and U.S. tinfoil revenues, 
which bulletins come printed on the 
backs of old checks bearing im- 
printed USA revenues such as 
RN-G1, 


One of the really big philatelic 
undertakings of our time coming 
to fruition after 35 years of arduous 
research in more than 60 libraries 
is Elliott Perry’s ‘‘U. S. Carrier 
Book.” As serious USA specialists 
throughout the world know, Mr. 
Perry of ‘‘Peach Orchard’ fame 
(his home, a philatelic paradise, is 
located in an old peach orchard) 
is the country’s leading specialist 
in U.S. Locals and Carriers, and 
has done more than all other in- 
vestigators put together to uncover 
the fascinating history of these 
stamps. 

He has, incidentally, even suc- 
ceeded in getting the powers that 
to remove frora the catalogue 
the many cuts of locals forgeries

‘which were used to illustrate the 


private issues sections of Scott to 
the hopeless confusion of collectors. 
He is also renowned as the man 
who plated the 10c 1847, is the lead- 
ing authority on the 10c Jefferson 
and many other USA items and has 
ventured as far afield as Hayti and 
Salvador. 

This Carrier book, which bids fair 
to become one of the few really 
great works in USA philatelic litera- 
ture, covers the 1842-1863 issues to- 
gether with the 1c regular postage 
stamps of 1851, 1857 and 1861 used 
to prepay letter delivery by city 
carriers of the USA post office. It 
will be published by the Philatelic 
Museum and will run some 400 
pages, replete with 600-odd illustra- 
tions. The New York section will 
cover about 100 pages, the Boston 
chapter 37 pages, the Charleston 
one 96 pages, that for Philadelphia 
40 pages and so on. All told, the 
monograph will embrace 30 chap- 
ters and will be the last word on 
the subject, something only this 
great research scholar could pro- 
duce. One interesting feature will 
be the work in plate reconstruction, 
a most difficult undertaking since 
Carriers were never used in mul- 
tiples. 

This study has been made as a 
labor of love by Mr. Perry and is 
being published on a service basis 
by the Philatelic Museum (most 
ilatelic works are published at a 
ss; probably the only ones ever

catalogs), all of which means that 
contributions to help partially to 
defray the cost of publication are 
invited. I am mentioning this 
though no one has asked me to and 
certainly Mr. Perry would be the 
last person in the world to make 
such a request of a philatelic journ- 
alist—he’s not that kind! I’m 
mentioning it because I believe that 
some of you would like to help a 
really worthy cause. 

If you feel so inclined, send your 
contribution, small or large, to 
Bernard Davis, National Phiatelic 
Museum, Broad and Diamond 
Street, Philadelphia. All contri- 
butions to the fund can be deducted 
from your gross income for income 
tax purposes since the Museum has 
been designated an educational in- 
stitution. Don’t worry if you can’t 
give a large sum—any contribution, 
whatever its size, will be very wel- 
come, and will speed the publica- 
tion of what will most certainly 
rank as the truly great philatelic 
work of mid-century. 

Mr. Perry has financed his own 
research since the time of the First 
World War and now we can do our 
bit to make publication possible. 
It’s a potential Crawford Medal 
winner sure enough.

Africas and Southwest Africas by 
the thousand, around 2000 sets of 
1935 Swaziland Silver Jubilees and 
lots of other things accordingly, so 
look for bargains along those lines 
in ads a few weeks from now. 


Like lots of others, George and I 
are tremendously interested in 
phantasies— ‘‘stamps that aren’t 
what they seem’’, issued by abor- 
tive revolutionary groups, private 
individuals seeking to make a fast 
buck in the old days and the like. 
We have, therefore, been greatly 
interested in running across small 
lots of two choice sets. The first 
are the exquisitely engraved Lee 
Bank Note Company productions 
prepared for General Rafael Parra 
of Venezuela who revolted in 1894 
and set up the sovereign state of 
Zulia which, however, lasted for 
only a few months and collapsed 
before the two stamps were de- 
livered. There are a 5c deep pur- 
ple and a 10c vermilion which are 
sheer gems of the engraver’s art. 
They are fully discussed in Fred 
Melville’ s Phantom Philately but 
have ben so searce that few collec- 
tors have ever seen them. 

The second set, nine varieties of 
Brunei, 1c through $1, bearing a 
ship-palm trees-mountains-seacoast 
design, is also written up in Mel- 
ville. 

Robson Lowe lists the latter in 
his ‘‘Encyclopedia of British Em- 
pire Postage Stamps’’ and lists the 
nine varieties mentioned at some- 
what over 16 shillings (currently 
$2.25). There’s been keen interest 
in them but, generally speaking, 
nobody’s had them. I was conse- 
quently much delighted to have

- The original steel engraved print-
